THE RELEASE.

There was a season.of joy at the County 
Building yesterday afternoon, though in a 
measure it was mingled with pain. Five of the 
exiles bade adieu to the hospitality of Sheriff 
Agnew, to whose kind care, just three months 
ago, they were consigned by Judge Blodgett. 
These five, Messrs. Hesing, Powell, Burroughs, 
Dickenson, and Abel paid their fines 
of $1,000 each and costs, and 
on an order from District Attorney 
Bangs were permitted toreturn to the scenes 
of civilization which they had not witnessed 
since June 24. Three of the Apostles still re- 
main,—Messrs. Miller, Rush, and AJutchins, but 
it is expected that they will perfect arrange- 
ments to-morrow or Tuesday whereby they will 
be enabled to visit the Exposition, or shake the 
hands of their friends as they meet them on the 
er gee The 1 of the five,

feeling in the minds of the latter, which was in- 
tensified late in the day when the Grand Jury 
room in which they all had messed and bunked 
for so many weeks assumed a larger appearance 
—something akin to the.eflect produced on a | 
person on moving into a house from which the 
former occupant had not removed all his traps. 
The rooms look larger and more desolate than 
they really are. 
AND THIS 18 HOW IT HAPPENED. 

Tur Tams of yesterday contained the in- 
dorsementof the Attorne, General on the re- 
port of the Pardon Clerk, recommending that 
the sentences of those excessively punished be 
equalized with those who drew a smaller prize 
in the District Court. It was privately intimated 
that the commutation was a contingent one, 
predicated solely on condition that the fines 
should be paid. Seeing that there was no hope 
for aremission of the pecuniary penalty, the exiles 
after consultation determined to pay for the 
whistle, and accept the boon of freedom. But

A DISSERTATION ON DEMOORATIO REFORM.

of his report. As this report was made con- 
cerning the order of which Jupp admits he 
was Grand Commander m Illinois, and in 
which he named Jupp as an officer of the 
‘Sons of Liberty, it is strange that Mr. Jupp 
has never sought out Judge Hott and made 
him answer for this“ fish-market” and ‘‘ mali- 
‘cious falsehood.” For twelve years Mr. Jupp 
has permitted this declaration that he was 
Grand Commander of the Sons of Liberty 
in Illinois, which organization was a con- 
spiracy in aid of the Southern Rebellion,” to 
rest unchallenged upon the National records 
and pass into the history of the War, and at 
this late day he proposes to treat it as an 
assault upon his private character. 

We wish to state here that we have pub- 
lished no word concerning his private char- 
acter. He isa veteran politician, and an 
old and familiar personage in politics; and 
whether he pushed himself into the chair at 
the TrumsuLL meeting, or was invited to 
take it, the old party politician broke out 
when in introducing Tnunnuk he assailed 
LoGaN as a recruiting-officer for the Rebels. 
A man with his political record has no right 
to expect that he can publicly assail other 
men and escape criticism himself. His per- 
sonal character is no more “sacred” than 
that of the persons whom he accused. 

We utterly refuse, in the light of the in- 
formation before us, to accept Jupp’s state- 
ment that the Sons of Liberty was as loyal 
to the Union as was the Union League.” 
The Union League was exclusively devoted 
to the support of the Government in the 
prosecution of the War. If the Sons of Lib- 
erty was an offset” to the Union League, 
then it opposed the ends of the Union 
League. In fact, it was for peace, and was 
opposed to the War. But on this point 
there can hardly be any room for doubt. 
Our readers are invited to the testimony of 
two witnesses, testifying officially. These 
witnesses are Joszrpn Hour, Judge-Advocate- 
General of the United States, and Jacos 
Taompson, Commissioner of the Confederate 
States. 

If the reader will keep in mind the state- 
ment of this man Jupp—*‘‘ I was, however, a 
member and Grand Commander in Iflinois of 
the Order of the Sons of Liberty,’”—and 
also of the fact that at the time when most 
of the transactions covered by these two re- 
ports took place he was Democratic candidate 
for Lieutenant-Governor of Illinois, there 
will be no difficulty in discovering the ap- 
plicability of the testimony. Judge Hour 
says in his report: 

From printed copjes heretofore seized by the 
Government of the Constitution of the Supreme 
Council, Grand Couneil, and county Parent Tem- 
ples respectively, of the Order of the Sons of Lib- 
erty, in connection with other and abundant testi- 
mony, the organization of the Order in its latest 
form is understood to be as follow: The gov- 
ernment of the Order in a State is vested ina 
Grand Council, the officers of which are a Grand 
Commander,” ete., ‘‘and a certain number of 
| Major-Generals, or one for each mflitary district. 
i The secret Constitution of the Supreme Council 
provides that the Supreme Commander shall be 
Commander-in-Chief of all military forces belong- 
ing to the Order in the various States when called 
into actual service, and, further, that the Grand 
Commanders shall be Commanders-in-Chief of 


the military forces of their respective States.” . 
In IIllnois, where the organization of the Or- 


each Congressional district compose a ‘*‘ brigade,” 
which is commanded by a *‘ Brigadier-General.” 
The members of each county constitute a ‘‘ regi- 
ment, with a Colonel in command, and those 
of each township form a company. 

According to this official report, Mr. 8. C. 
Jupp, as Grand Commander,” was Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the military forces of the 
Sons of Liberty in Illinois. 

But Judge Hott, in that portion of the 
report directed to the specific purposes and 
operations of the Order, enumerates these 
purposes under the following general defini- 
tions : 

1. Aiding soldiers to desert and harboring and 
protecting deserters. 

2. Discouraging enlistments and resisting the 
draft. 

3. Circulation of disloyal and treasonable publi- 
cations. 

4. Communicating with and giving intelligence 
to the enemy. 

5. Aiding the enemy by recruiting for them, or 
aiding them to recruit, within our lines. 

6. Furnishing the Rebels with arms, ammuni- 
tion, etc. 

7. Co-operating with the enemy in raids and in- 
vasions. 

8. Destruction of Government property. 

9. Destruction of private property and persecu- 
tion of loyal men. 

10. Assassination and murder. 

11. The establishment of a Northwestern Con- 
federacy. 

The report on this Order thus closes : 

In the presence of the Rebellion and of this 
secret Order—which is but its echo and falthful 
ally—we cannot but be.amazed at the utter and 
wide-spread profligacy, personal and political, 
which these movements against the Government 
disclose. The guilty men engaged in them, often 
casting aside their allegiance, seem to have trodden 
under foot every sentiment of honor and every re- 
straint of law, human and divine. Judea produced 
but one Jupas Iscansot, and Rome, from the 
sinks of her demoralization, produced but one 
Carunm; and yet, as events proved, there has 
arisen together in our land an entire brood of such 
traitors, all animated with the same parricidal 
spirit, and all struggling with the same relentless 
malignity for the dismemberment of our Union. 
Of this extraordinary phenomena—not paralleled 
in the world’s history—there can be but one ex- 
planation, and all these blackened and fetid streams 
ofcrime may well be traced to the same common 
foundation. 

And now comes Mr. Jupp, who declares : 
I was a member of and Grand Commander 
in Illinois of the Order of the Sons of Lib- 
erty.” 

Hoxæ's report, founded upon all the evi- 
dence accumulated, is the case made out by 
the United States against the “ conspiracy in 
aid of the Southern Rebellion.” We invite 
attention now to the evidence of Jacoz 
Tuompson, the Commissioner of the Con- 
federacy, who, for several months, dealt di- 
rectly with the Sons of Liberty in their con- 
spiracy in aid of the Rebellion.

We submit these tworeports. At the time 
THompson wrote his, he had seen that of 
Judge Hour, and contradicts it only in the 
reported number of the ‘‘Sons of Liberty,” 
which he says Horr put too high. Judge 
Hour put the number in Illinois at 100,000 
to 140,000. Jupp, who “ was a member and 
Grand Commander in Illinois,” states that 
there were over 100,000 in the State, and we 
suppose he speaks by the card, and confirms 
Hott. 

We promptly, and in the next issue of the 
paper, retracted the ludicrous story of Mr. 
Jupp raising a company of cavalry in Fulton 
County; we had no design then, and have 
none now, to make any untrue or unfair 
statement concerning him. We have in no 


sense assailed his private character. He has 


put the history of the Sons of Liberty” at 
issue; has declared that it was purely a 
Democratic organization, and that he was 
Grand Commander in Illinois of the Order. 
Upon that issue made by him we have sub- 
mitted the sworn testimony of a member of 
the Order in this State, the sworn statements 
and confessions of members of the Order in 
other States, the fact of the trial and convic- 
tion of numerous members of the Order for 
treason, have given extracts from the oaths 
and obligations of the Order, and finally the 
official reports made to the United States and 
to the Confederate States Governments. In 
these there is a concurrent mass of testimony 
to establish that Judge Horr properly de- 
nounced the Order of the Sons of Liberty as 
a conspiracy to aid the Southern Rebellion. 

Mr. Jupp thinks proper to denounce the 
witness CuayTon as a perjured traitor. We 
know him only as a Son of Liberty. We 
know Mr. Jupp asa member of the same 
Order, holding a higher rank. We have no 
means of deciding as to the relative veracity 
of the more than 100,000 members of the 
Order in this State, and of the hosts in other 
States. CLATrrox tells one story, Jupp an- 
other. Jaun Tuompson and Hott confirm 
Crayton, and we leave the-public to form 
their own opinions. 


CHICAGO’S PUBLIC WORKS, 

That was a very cheerful gathering at the 
funeral of the Board of Public Works, when 
the principal employes celebrated the good 
feeling that has existed in the organization, 
and when Messrs. PD y, THompson, 
and Want retired to private life with the 
willingness and grace that all citizens in 
public service should exhibit when the public 
has no longer any need of them. In parting 
with the Board of Public Works as an official 
organization, it is only proper to say that 
the people of Chicago have been more uni- 
formly fortunate in the selection of the gen- 
tlemen who have composed that Board than 
any others of their public servants; and, 
while a larger amount of money has been 
disbursed by that Department than by any 
other, we think it is safe to say that 
less of it has been misapplied or 
wasted. The public works of Chicago 
are a marvel of skill and enterprise, 
and fully adequate to the wants of a city of 
a much larger population, as they are also 
far in advance of other cities older in years 
and of greater size. The reason why the 
old Board may now be abandoned is because 
the public works are in so complete and 
excellent condition that they only need to be 
kept in order, and because the subordinate 
branches of the service are so well organized 
that the expense of a separate Department 
can be spared without injury. 

The water-supply system of Chicago is 
now one of the most thorough in the world. 
The last report of the Board—for 1875— 
showed that there were 410 miles of water- 
pipes in the city, and there are now nearly 
double as many as at the time of the 
fire of 1871, of which a greater pro- 
portion is of a larger size than the 
pipes of New York City. It is estimated 
that eleven-sixteenths of our pipe are of 
sizes considered safe for fire purposes in all 
cities of the world. This vast system of 
pipes is supplied by two lake tunnels and a 
double system of pumping-works, and the 
full capacity of the works, when both are in 
operation, is probably equal to double the 
average consumption of the city for all pur- 
poses. Our water-system is more than self- 
sustaining, and yielded a surplus over the 
expenses and interest on bonds of over 
$10,000 during the last nine months of 1875. 
Our other public improvements are in an 
equally advanced condition. We have all 
the bridges and river tunnels necessary for 
the accommodation of the vast traffic 
which passes them, and nearly all 
the railroad viaducts demanded for safety 
and convenience. At the end of last year 
there were 263 miles of sewerage, over 100 
miles of which had been constructed since 
the fire of 1871; anda large part of the pro- 
verbial healthfulness of Chicago is due to 
the admirable system of drainage which has 
been adopted. There are about 120 miles of 
paved streets, and about 650 miles of side- 
walks, The river and harbor, the engine- 
houses and police-stations, and indeed all 
the necessary adjuncts and modern improve- 
ments of a thorough-going city, with the 
single exception of a City-Hall, are in a con- 
dition that will compare favorably with those 
of any other city on the Continent. 

Nearly the whole of this vast system of 
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tucky and Missouri would rise, and 
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within twenty years, and it is therefore 
special monument to the enterprise of our 
people, and a lasting testimonial to the hon- 
esty and efficiency of the gentlemen who 
have composed the Board of Public Works 
from time to time. Noy that retrenchment 
must be the order of the day, the city is in 
the best possible condition to pursue it, and 
it is only necessary at the annual charter 
elections in the spring to select a Mayor and 
Common Council as honest and public-spir- 
ited as the present Mayor and Council, to 
insure the preservation of these works at 
the smallest possible cost. 


LONG JOHN’S CAMPAIGN. 

The address delivered by Long Jon 
Wentworts in McCormick Hall on Friday 
evening was of a character to take over a large 
part of the ‘doubtful vote” of this com- 
munity to Hares and WIA. Mr. Wenr- 
wonrn is in a position to exert a wide iufiu- 
ence over his neighbors in political mat- 
ters. He is a free.shooter. He is not the 
representative of any party or clique. When 
be makes a speech he hires his own hall, 
employs his own band, pays his own ex- 
penses, and makes his cn speech. And he 
never fails to draw a crowd. The people 
know they are listening to a man in whom 
political independence is not a mere pretense. 
His conclusions are made up from a long ex- 
perience, and his convictions are those of an 
independent and wealthy citizen who un- 
questionably has the welfare of the country 
at heart in whatever he advocates or 
counsels. His speech, in which he gave 
his reasons for supporting Hares and 
Wueretzn, is a practical campaign docu- 
ment; it is not merely vivid and interesting 
because of the reminiscences it contains, but 
it represents a certain and large number of 
votes, because it gives form and expression 
to the same sentiments that others have 
entertained without knowing just where they 
would lead. 

There are two or three points of importance 
in this campaign which Mr. WENTWworTH 
illustrated with peculiar force. One showed 
why the bloody shirt still cuts so large 
afigure. The fact is that the Confederates 
of the South and the doughfaces of the 
North have forced it into the canvass. There 
is no doubt but a large body of conservative 
Republicans a few months ago sought to 
make the most of a policy of conciliation. 
They heartily desired to have the issues of the 
War abandoned and forgotten. Many of 
them thought that the ex-Confederates, as a 
rule, had returned to their allegiance sin- 
cerely, and some went so far as to 
make the carpet-baggers entirely re- 
sponsible for the continued political dis- 
quietude in the South. Mr. CAAISTTAxor, 
who was elected as Senator from Michigan as 
a Conservative, went to Washington im- 
pressed with these notions; yet a few days 
ago he was obliged to confess that he had 
discovered his error, and that the ex-Con- 
federates who now cherish any good feeling 
to this Government are the exceptions. Mr. 
WeEntTworts pointed out with forcible direct- 
ness how the irreconcilable feeling of the 
Confederates and the old-time pandering of 
the Northern Copperheads have necessarily 
brought the old war-issues to the front. No 
sooner had these people obtained control of 
one House of Congress than they began show- 
ing their fangs. ‘Their spokesmen proved to 
be as bitter as the ante-war fire-eaters who 
precipitated the Rebellion. Bills began to 
pour in to pave the way for the indemnifica- 
tion of Rebel losses during the War. The 
Mississippi plan broke out in every dis- 
triot in the South where the negro voters 
are in the majority. And finally the St. Louis 
Convention conceded everything to the solid 
South by nommating for President and 
Vice-President two men who were in full 
sympathy with the Confederates during the 
War, and who will be their willing tools now 
if they succeed in obtaining the power. 
Mr. Wentworts has it from Democratic 
mouths, as it is also proved by experience, 
that it is useless for the Democratic party to 
put forward as candidates men who were 
conspicuously identified with the prosecution 
of the War for the Union, because the old- 
time Bourbons simply will not vote for them. 
This it was that deprived Horacz Greeier 
of the full Democratic vote in 1872, and it is 
this which will surely cost the Democrats the 
State of New York this year, where the State 
ticket is made up mostly of renegade Re- 
publicans. 

There was another point of importance in 
Mr. Wentwortn’s speech, and that is where 
he indicated the real significance of 
TrupEen’s career as a railroad- wrecker. 
The value of it lies in the applica- 
tion on it,” and the application is 
simply this: It was TDx's Credit-Mobilier 
system of building railroads, and his patent 
process of reorganizing and consolidating 
worthless corporations at the expense of 
solvent and profitable companies, which led 
to the absorbing monopoly and extortionate 
rates against which the farmers of this 
Western country revolted en masse three 
years ago. A striking instance in point was 
cited by Mr. Wentworrs in the case of the 
Northwestern, as reorganized by Torx. 
After robbing the.old Galena & Chicago 
Railroad, which was a popular and profitabie 
institution, and loading it down with bank- 
rupt concerns, the consolidation led to a 
general increase of rates on freight and pas- 
senger traffic, ranging all the way from 25 to 
88 per cent. If the farmers of the West

The 
most gracious feature of the compliment 
consists in its gratification over the letter 
from Queen Vicrorts to the President. Says 
the Times: The only Power which has 
come into serious collision with her has 
been our own. because between us we divide 
a great Continent. Yet the good will of no 
nation ‘could have been more heartily ex- 
pressed than that which accompanied the 
letter of congratulation sent by our own 
Queen to President Grant.” In the 
midst of its Centennial congratulations it 
grows exuberant, and makes the following 
handsome acknowledgment: “ All of us 
have come to see that the Americans did 
good to this country as well as to their own 
when they conquered their independence. In 
the Tory Ministries who tried to tax them 
without their consent we have learned to see 
the champions of a despotism which, if tri- 
umphant in America, would have reacted in 
England; and we admit that the Colonists 
were’ fighting the battle of liberty for us as 
well as for themselves.” That is as hand- 
some as one would ask for, and will probably 
meet with the heartiest and most reciprocal 
feelings on this side of the water. ) 

Perhaps the most interesting features of 
this greeting to the American Republic are 
its philosophical observations with regard to 
France and Germany. Contrasting the 
harmless effect of the Revolutionary idea 
upon England, because we knew how to 
widen our institutions without the wrench of 
revolution,” with the disastrous effects of the 
same idea in France, it says: 

The men of letters, the whole party of discon- 
tented Frenchmen, were charmed with the sim- 
plicity of a Government which was free from all 
the entangling influences of Fendglism. They 
fancied that life would be nobler, easier, and more 
just if the avenues of activity were not choked at 
every turn by immenee accumulations of hereditary 
interests. They forgot, however, that the Colo- 
nists had started with a clean board; that America 
had no past; that the Revolution had not destroyed 
a single social fabric, but had merely cut a frail 
administrative tie. It amounted to nothing more 
formidable than a violent change of Government, 
leaving society untouched. The social part of 
their Revolution, indeed, had been slowly and al- 
most insensibly effected by the mere process of 
colonization, which had left behind all the moge 
complicated social arrangements of the eld coun- 
try. The French Revolution, on the other hand, 
was more social than administrative. Destroying 
monarchy, aristocracy, Clurch, administration, 
the laws of inheritance, a whole system marked by 
a thousand years of growth, it replaced everything 
by »~~engements fresh from the brain of the legis- 
lator. It was the greatest experiment ever at- 
tempted by human audacity or skill, and it may 


take France at least another generation to recover 
from the violence of the wrench. 

In instituting eomparisons of Germany 
from a military point of view with other 
Powers, especially in its class of military 
leaders and its expert bureaucracy, the Times 
hits upon a deduction which it failed to 
make during the War of the Rebellion, but 
can be accepted now by the American people 
upon the well-known axiom, “ Better late 
than never” : 

France felt the want of such a class when she 
went to war with Germany in loose democratic 
array. So did the Northern States of America 
when they had to beat down a rebellion led by the 
planters of the South, who were an aristocracy in 
all but the name. President Grant, however. may 
console himeelf with the reflection that such a 
military caste as the aristocracy of Germany has 
not always proved the greatest source of strength 
in contests so prolonged and exhausting as to put a 
pressure on every unit of the community. There 
are few better examples of national tenacity in the 
face of disaster than the wars waged by France 
against the whole of Europe at the end of last 
century, and by the Northern States ef America 
against the South. Those contests showed that 
soldiers may be hammered by defeat into as fine 
fighting stuff as ever the world saw, if, instead 
of being animate machines, they are knit together 
by a common enthusiasm for a great ideal. 

As a whole, the article, the salient points 
of which we have given, is a handsome and 
graceful tribute to the American Republic 
from the great organ which reflects the sen- 
timent of the English people. Coming from 
the London Times, it comes from the English 
people themselves, and is therefore all the 
more acceptable and gratifying. The proprie- 
tor of that paper is now in this country, and 
will undoubtedly find that the cordial good

As the term 
of the present suspension of hostilities draws 
to a close, the demands of the Powers become 
more pressing, some of them having tolerably 
plainly intimated that the Porte’s refusal to 
grant an armistice would lead to a suspension 
of their diplomatic relations. 
PEACE PROSPECTS. 

Vienna, Sept. 23.—The Abend Post, official 
speaking of the prospects of peace, says: 
It is confirmed from “authoritative sources 
that all the Great Powers have come to an agree- 
ment regarding the conditions of peace to be 
proposed to the Porte. The programme drawn 
up by the British Cabinet will form the 
basis of proposals. Steps will now be 
taken without delay at Constantinople to ob- 
tain the Porte’s acceptance of these conditions, 
and as the latter has already, in principle, signi- 
fied its readiness to meet loyally the wishes of 
the European Powers so far as is compatible 
with the interests of the Turkish Empire, there 
cannot now be much doubt that peace will soon 
be concluded.

POSTAL INVESTIGATION. 
CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 23.—The 8 Com- 
mission on Postal Railway Service met here 


this morning, and were met by a committee ap- 
pointed by the Board of Trade and deputations 
from leading mercantile and banking interests 
of the city, who made statements in regard to 
the necessity of increased mail facilities. All 
agreed, and were of the opinion that there 
was nearly 24 hours difference in the receipt of 
mails from New York and the Eastern States 
by the fast mail, and the same time saved in re- 
mittances of exchange and in the collection of 
drafts and checks from the towns on the line of 
the fast mail; that the saving of interest alone 
was much more than the entire cost of the fast 
mail.

FINANCIAL. 


There was comparatively not much doing in bank 
circles. Counter transactions have fallen away, 
and the applications for discount have not been 
pressing. The demand from the country for se- 
commodations has been sustained, and the indica- 
tions are that it will absorb so large an amount of 
our loanable resources as to make the loan market 
decidedly active. The crops have barely begun to 
move, —the hog crop hardly at all as yet, and that 
alone requires the use ef many millions of dollars. 
Although it isso early in the season, the bankers 
are already discounting cautiously, in the expecta- 
tion that the loan market will be more nearly tight 
in the next 60 days than it has been for two 
or three years. The fall trade is pro- 
greasing satisfactorily to the jobbers and whole- 
salers, and a fair amount of paper finds its way to 
the bamks. The Board of Trade business of the 
banks is light, and those institutions which usually 
confine themselves mainly to that line of business 
have to go outside in search of paper to dicount. 

Rates of discount are 8@10 per cent at the banks 
to regularcustomers; good outside paper is dis- 
counted at special rates, msing from 5% per cent for 
short time, first-class paper. On the street there 
is more of a demand for good negotiable paper 
than can be supplied. Bank rates prevail. 

New York exchange was sold between banks at 
75 0 per $1, 000 discount. 

Currency is being shipped to this point from New 
York, and from this point throughout the West 
and Northwest.

The Committee on Appeals from grain inspec- 
tion have examined the wheat in Nutt's Elevator, 
and met Saturday afternoon to talk about it. They 
came to no conclusion. It is understood that the 
great difficulty lies in their uncertainty as to what 
action they can take, as they can only act officially 
when appealed to (some say they must be appealed 
to by the owners of the grain). If the gentlemen 
conclude that they have only examined it as indi- 
viduals, the matter may be left as much in the 
dark as ever. 

It seems that the 10,000 bu regular wheat re- 
ferred to in this column Saturday as bought to go 
to the Lockport mills was purchased to exchange 
for Minnesota wheat at 2c per bu premium on the 
latter. The Lockport mills have not ground any 
regular No. 2 this season. The statement was a 
mistake. 

The leading produce markets were rather quiet 
on Saturday, with few important changes in prices. 
Provisions were firmer, wheat and corn steady, 
though rather tame, and other departments only 
moderately active. The receipts of grain were 
larger all round, and the weather clearer, while the 
shipping movement was quiet. The general feel- 
ing was the normal one for Saturday, there being 
little doing on outside account. 

In the dry-goods market there was decided activ- 
ity. At the leading houses there was a numerous 
attendance of buyers, and they were ordering lib- 
erally of staple and seasonable goods. The agyre- 
gate of sales for the week was much larger than for 
the corresponding week of last year, and a cheerful 
feeling prevails among jobbers. Prices were firm 
all around, with prints, bleached and brown cot- 
tons, and some other lines showing an upward 
tendency. The grocery market had no specially 
new features. Coffees were again very 
strong, with a tendency to higher figures, 
in sympathy with the late advance at the seaboard. 
Sugars remain dull, and were offered yesterday at 
a further reduction of an %c. Rice was weak, and 
declined Me. Sirups, molasses, spices, starch, 
soaps, etc., were aboutsteady. Teas remain firm. 
In the butter market no marked change was appar- 
ent. There was no let up to the demand, and 
the course of prices was quite as satisfactory to 
sellers as onthe preceding days of the week. 
Cheese was again quoted dali, and there was no 
noticeable softening of prices. For foreign dried 
fruits there was a reasonably active demand at gen- 
erally firmer prices. Domestic varieties remain in- 
active and unsettled. Prices of leather, tobacco, 
bagging, coal, and wood, remain as before.

Carriers 
hoped for an advance in consequence of large re- 
celpts, but could not obtain it. Rail freights were 
quiet, without change in quotations, agents asking 
20c to New York, 180% Philadelphia, 17\¢ to Bal- 
timore, and e to Boston, per 100 Bs. 
rates by lake and rail were quoted at 10c for corn 
and 10e for wheat to New York, and lic on corn 
via Buffalo to Boston. Freight engagements were 
reported for 64,000 bu wheat and 240, 000 be corn.
